To provide certain authorities for the 
Central Intelligence Agency and for

BE IT ENACTED BY THE SENATE 
AND HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES IN 
CONGRESS ASSEMBLED,

(2) Im addition to the Deputy Director 
of Central Intelligence, the Director of 
Central Intelligence is authorized to appoint 
three Deputy Directors, each of whem shall 
receive compensation at the rate of $15,000 
@ year and whe shall perform such duties as 
the Director may prescribe."
